The Elmer Speaks 


This issue, Elmer will tell about a really cool radio auction in our own back- 
yard. If you collect classic radios or need some authentic parts to restore an 
old piece of gear, then read on! 


Richard Estes (K8LRY) is the force behind the Estes Auctions. They are lo- 
cated in Burbank, near Lodi. A few times per year, an auction is held in 
which the chief merchandise is vintage radios and associated parts. 


A few weeks ago, my father and I drove up on a rainy Saturday to check it 
out. There were hundreds of vintage radios and many, many boxes of parts, 
books and records. It was like a hamfest, except that most of the goods were, 
well, “vintage”. 


I saw about 65 people ther prior to the 9:00 AM start. On this day, the first 90 
minutes were spent getting rid of beaters and boxes of loose parts. Then came 
the good stuff. I saw a clean spark transmitter go for hundreds of dollars. 


Plenty of Atwater-Kent “breadboard” radios, looked good, some went for 
about $60. A BC-348 could be had for $100. Depending on whose estate he is 
liquidating, there may be several ham-oriented items. 


Dozens and dozens of tubes were sold. The blue-glass ones seemed to fetch a 
good price, but the most expensive one that day was an original DeForest Au- 
dion. It brought over $700 from some guy who couldn’t buy enough tubes. 
Reproduction Audions were going out the door for a bit north of $100. 


Lots of big horn speakers to go with your Atwater-Kent. Many radios from 
the 30’s, 40’s and 50’s. Quite a few big wooden console radios went for 
cheap, perhaps because they were a real pain to take home. 


The auction moved very fast, but it was still going on when we left about four 
hours into it. 


Sometimes, you will see reviews of his auctions in “Antique Radio Classi- 
fied”. These will list every major item sold, along with the price. It would not 
suprise me if a few people were “flipping” this stuff on eBay. Why else 
would someone buy way more 12AX7’s than any normal human needs in a 
lifetime? 


If rapid fire commerce, people watching and old radios appeal to you, then 
you might want to check out one of Estes’ auctions.
